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BLOW TO LOS ANGELES. 
In the early part of last summer we had a 
much-belauded departure of the “new light” order 


in the way of levying assessments on corporations. 


There was a general clapping of hands, throwing up 
of hats and tearing the atmosphere with raucous 
cheers. The agitators were delighted, for were not 
the “trusts getting what was coming to them?“ 
When The Times in those days pointed out that 
this new crusade against wealth might possibly re- 


sult in injury to the interests of this community, 


and might fall particularly upon the people whose 
voices were so generally raised in acclaim, we were 
charged with all sorts of “corporation allianés.” 
The injustice to which The Times called atten- 
tion consisted in assessing corporation stock be- 
cause the head offices of the corporation happened 
to be in this city, whereas every dollar's worth of 
property, excepting the office furniture, represented 
by the stock was in some other county of the State, 
perhaps not in this State at all, and in some in- 
stances not even in this country. 
When the property paid a tax to the county or 
other political division in which it happened to be, 
and the stock was assessed here, in some instances 
a stockholder who lived in some other geographical 
division than the county of Los Angeles might be 
muleted by a third taxation on his property. What 
we tried to do at that time was to point out the 
inequity of thd law rather than to blame severely 
the officer who made the assessments; yet we 


thought then, and think still, that in some cases 


the Assessor was entirely too desirous of the ap- 
plause of the galleries and of catering to the anti- 
corporation shouters, for the good of the community 
or for even-handed justice. 3 . 

Now we find corporation after corporation mov- 
ing their head offices from the city and establishing 
them in some other place where they will be treated 
a little more fairly. Some of these companies paid 


into the county treasury last year $20,000 and up to 


$80,000 in taxes—companies whose property was out- 
side of the county, perhaps outside of the State, that 
property, as stated before, paying jax 
was found. 3 
Perhaps some of the purblind “flew lights” ‘are 


still unable to discern the signs of the times. No 


doubt if they have read as far as this line they are 


wondering what is the matter, “Suppose,” they say, 
“these corporations do move their head offices out of 


Los Angeles, all we lose is the @pportunity to tax 


them again, and if we had not taxed them last year 
we would have had nothing out of them, therefore 
the one year’s taxation is so much ahead for the 
county.” 

That kind of reasoning goes to the end of a very 
short nose. The corporations who are moving their 
headq and plaves of business out of the city 
of Los ‘Angeles are leaving behind them unoccupied 
office premises, discharging stenographers, type- 
writers, clerks and in general an army of men and 
women who were earning good wages in rendering 
services to these corporations. Here is where the 
community begins to lose. 

But this loss is not the whole of it. If one walks 
down any of our principal streets and should inquire 
into the reasons for the existence of the five to ten- 
story buildings of which we are all so proud, he 


would find that these corporations representing in- 


dustries foreign to this city were largely to be 
thanked for the rapid upbuilding of the city of Los 
Angeles during the last ten years. This city was a 
central point for handling the business of great oil 
and mining corporations and many of other kinds. 
In fact, Los Angeles was rapidly becoming one of 
the most important centers in the United States, 
outside of New York and one or two other of the 
very largest cities, for this kind of business. The 


business brought many families of great wealth to 


live here. It led to the investment of much money 
in the erection of these great buildings and of beau- 
tiful homes for the stockholders in these companies. 
The funds of the corporations were haudled through 
our banks, increasing the deposits and furnishing a 
larger financial basis for all kinds of industrial ex- 
ploitation. . 

In fact, the ramifications of a very beneficial na- 
ture coming from the centralization here of this 
corporate activity, representing property held out- 
side of the county, in many instances outside of the 
State, have been prime factors in the growth of this 
city during a good many recent years. 

These corporations gave due notice a year ago 
that the stringency with which the Assessor was 
treating them, his demagogic determination to fol- 
low relentiessly the letter of the law without due 
regard to the spirit and intention thereof, would 
force them to do the very thing which they are do- 
ing now. They paid their taxes last year under pro- 
test, and waited patiently until the approach of the 
first Monday in March of this year and are duly 
moving out before the fatal day when the Assessor 


can make a new raid upon them and their. property. 


OWNRIGHT PERSECUTION. 

It is not given to us all to achieve a reputation 
for splendid prodigality.. Some people are born 
spendthrifts, others achieve prodigality, some have 
it thrust upon them. Hon. L. P. Brodeur, Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries in the Canadian Cabinet, 
claims to be im the latter class. Last year this 
estimable French-Canadian went to England to rep- 
resent his country at the imperial conference, which 
also was attended by Sir Wilfred Laurier, the Pre- 
mier, and Hon. W. 8. Fielding, Finance Minister. 
On returninng to Ottawa each Minister rendered an 
expense account. The Premier always has been 
known as an unostentatious spender and his aé- 
count was low; the Finance Minister, schooled in 
the art of making both ends meet, was satisfied to 
show an expenditure of 31500, but Hon; Mr. Brodeu 
Obtained $8913 from the treasury. — 

The Minister has some very fair excuses to offe 
he took his wife and a young lady with him. That 
they proved “incumbrances,” in the want ad. sense 
of the word, is indicated by the fact that he re- 
funded to the treasury the odd $913. This left the 
neat sum of just $8000 charged to Canada. and in 
the House of Commons at Ottawa last week the op- 
position put the pointed question: “What for?” 

The holder of the marine portfolio intimated that 
in addition to attending the colonial conference he 
went over to Paris and negotiated a treaty with 
France. Moreover, he took along his private sec- 
retary, and that cost something. The opposition in 
the House, led by a former vinegary Finance Min- 
ister, Hon. Mr. Foster, intimated that it was a most 
fortunate thing for the Dominion that it had so 
highly accomplished and courteous a gentleman, and 
one that spoke such pure French as Mr. Brodeur, to 
go to Paris and make a commercial treaty, but $8000 
was a pretty steep price to pay. 

This baiting ‘angered Mr. Brodeur and he warmly 
resented the imputation that he had spent his coun- 
try’s money not wisely but too well. The opposi- 
tion reminded him that he had excelled in the 
prodigality line when occupying the post Of Speaker 
of the House and it dubbed him as the most ex- 
travagant man that ever held the office of marine 
and fisheries. As the Minister failed to give satis- 
factory details, Mr. Foster declared that he would 
keep hammering at him if he “had to stay fifteen 
years on the job.“ : 

This is downright persecution. Cannot a man go 
to Paris, with his wife, a young lady and a private 
secretary, fave a jolly time on $8000, and charge it 
to the country, without all this ridiculous fuss being 
kicked up? Anybody would think that Mr. Brodeur 
is supposed to be in office for the benefit of the peo- 
ple and not for what he can make out of them. It 
men are to be criticised in this indecent manner for 
their lordly spending of the taxes the crop of candi-

Athens ot old to Lincoln, Nebraska, eclipsed into 
tote! midnight.

ATIONAL FRANCHISES. 

That Senator Newlands of Nevada should be 
the one to propose a bill to grant franchises by the 
Federal Congress to common carriers is significant 
in more ways than one. | 

There is significance in the fact that the Nevada 
Senafor is a Democrat. Mr. Newlands, in a speech 
in the Senate just a month ago, seemed to foresee 
that his action might meet with a charge of incon- 
sistency, for he elaborately argued that such a Dill 
would not result in centralization of power. He 
contended that it would rather provide a way for 
the “unionizing” of transportation companies en- 
gaged in interstate commerce in a way possible only 
under a Federal franchise, and yet necessary to the 
proper carrying-out of this business under efficient 
supervision by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. | 
In his argument Mr. Newlands ventured the opiniqn 


| 


that the Constitution gives Congress much wider 


powers in dealing with interstate commerce har 
yet undertaken or perhaps generally realized. He 
proposes the legalizing of railroad combinations un-. 
der proper restrictions, which would permit the or- 
ganization of transportation covering all the States in 


a zone from one end of the country to the other under 


one general management and all under the control 


of the commission, The Senator says there must be 
a “sovereign” power found to deal legally with en- 


terprises of such immense financial concentration, 
and that there is no such “sovereign” power except- 
ing the United States government. In the course of 
his speech Mr. Newlands is quoted as saying: 

“One eminent railway man declares that it will 
be necessary for these railroads to expend, I believe, 
within the next five years, five and one-half billions 
of money, in order to meet the requirements of the 
country. We all realize that it is now impossible for 
them to get the money. We might enable them to 
get the money if we stopped this agitation; but the 
American people will not rest, whatever may be the 
consequences, until the true status ot the common 
carrier m ascertained, and determingd as that of a 
public servant. So that we cannot hope for such 
conditions as will enable them to the con- 
struction that is necessary. It is therefore of great 
importance that we should develop these ‘waterways, 
and that we should develop them quickly,” 5 — 

year 


If the railroads are to need $1,000,000,000 a 
for the next five years, if this money must come from 
Europe and will be spent in this country, and the 
exercise of Federal control will help procure the 
funds, we have a powerful plea for such a law. The 
idea is that such control by the national govern- 
ment would protect the common carriers from the 
narrow and unjust action of State Legislatures 
eieBted in times of effervescent popular excitement 
while at the same time protecting the public from 
unjust exploitation by the corporations. 

Senator Newlands's proposed law would include 
waterways as well as railroads in the control to be 


exercised by the Interstate Commerce Commission.” 


He pleads strongly for the President's plan for the 
improvement of our waterways. 5 

We shall see what the Democratic colleagues of 
the Senator from Nevada will say to the plan pro- 
posed. It does not seem consistent that the advo- 
cates of government ownership should demur 
government supervision. 


E PLUMS UF OFFICE. . 

According to a cablegram from London a 
Scottish member of Parliament has been. complain- 
ing that no official plums fall to his country; in 
other words, the “land o' cakes” is not a plum 
cake. The representative from Caledonia is “stern’ 
and wild,” like his country, and ‘therefore it is in 
fear and trembling that we beg meekly to point out 
to him that he is mistaken.

NAVY LEAGUE INDULGES IN BIT- 
TER DEBATE AT MEETING.

Threats of Withdrawal Made by 
Members at Convention and Pro- 
tests Follow Proposal to Exclude 

| Names of Royal and Princely Por- 
sonages from Discussion.

IBT THE ASSOCIATED 
CASSEL (Germany) Jan. 19.—Aris- 
ing out of the resignation of Prince 
Ruprecht of Bavaria, as a protest 
against the re#lection of Maj.-Gen. 
Keim as managing director, the gen- 
eral meeting of the Navy League here 
today excited the greatest interest. It 
was atended by 600 members, includ- 
ing 250 delegates entitled to vote. 
Prince Zu Salm-Horstmar, honorary 
president of the league, having opened 
the meeting with cheers for the Em- 
peror, then read a statement to the ef- 
fect that members favoring his 
presidency intended to resign from the 
league as a protest against the irregu- 
lar lines adopted by their opponents. 
He proposed to exclude from the de- 
bate the names of royal and princely 
personages and not to discuss events 
already settled at the Cologne meet- 
ing. This remark was greeted by an 
uproar of protests, but was carried 
by a large majority. , 

STORMY WRANGLING. 
Baron von Spiess, president of the 
Bavarian branch, complained that the 
proposal of the president would de- 
prive them of freedom of speech. [If 
mot allowed to discuss past events, 
he said, it would be better for the Ba- 
varian delegates to quit the hall. 
Finally, after much stormy wrang- 
ling, the debate was closed, a proposal 
to elect Prince Hatsfeldt president 
having been ruled out. . 

The Bavarian delegate, Von Wuerz- 
burg, denied that the Bavarians were 
carrying on a propaganda for the cen- 
ter party, and was proceeding to men- 
tion the name of Prince Ruprecht 
| when he was resolutely stopped by 
the president, who declared he had 
given his word to a person whom he 
was not allowed to name, that royal 
and princely persons should not be 
brought into the discussion. If the 
meeting decided otherwise, he would 
be compelled to lay down the presi- 
dency and leave the hall. 
After much noisy bickering Maj.- 
Gen. Keim arose and gave figures on 
the great growth of the membership 
of the league since he became chair- 
man in 1904. The league, he said, had 
never pursued party politics.. 

KEIM RESIGNS. 
He was now resigning, but he 
begeed the members of the Navy 
League to follow the old course and 
agitate for a strong fleet, for agita- 
tion had-made the league great. Its 
flag must not be the blue and white 
of Bavaria, or the black and gold of 
Wurtemburg, but the German blacy, | 
white and red. 
The following resolution was then 
adopted by a large majority: 
“In conviction that the entire presi- 
dency, headed by Prince Zu Salm- 
Horstmar, has acted in accordance 
with the decision of the Cologne meet- 
ing, and has promoted the prestige of 
the league, the general meeting ex- 
presses to the presidency its thanks 
and confidence.” 
Only a few Bavarian delegates sup- 
ported the resolution, and they left 
the hall immediately. 
Prince Zu Salm-Horstmar declared 
that Keim's resignation was very 
painful to him, but there were powers 
stronger than the individual. He then 
declared the meeting closed.
